GENEVA, March 8.—~The spe- 
cial seasion of the League of Na- 
tions Assembly was opened at 3:10 
o’clock this afternoon, with Vis- 
count Ishii in the chair. The gal- 
leries were crowded. 

Previously, the council met in @ 
brief secrét session to consider the 
program for the assembly. 

The hum of e¢onversation in the 
corridors became so deafening aft- 
er the opening of the meting that 
Viscount Ishii sent out a messenger 
beseeching silence, declaring the ’ 
noise prevented the delegates from 
hearing one another as they su: 
around the table. 

A mass of rumors touching on 
the league's crisis occupied the 
crowd, which was composed of 
diplomats, delegates to the league 
assembly, newspaper mep and 
{embers of the general puublic. 

these rumors ranged from pre-. 
dictions that the situation was. 
hopeless, and the league doomed, 
to rosy forecasts that the whole 
matter would soon be clarified. 

One certainty is that the ex- 
change of views among the leaders 
is continuing uaceasingly, though ~ 
there is not much hope of achieve- 
ing concord before the return from 
Paris of M. Briand.

LAW PROHIBITING SHODDY 


UCU. Ss. Supreme 
Pennsylvania Statute Is Arbi- 
trary and Unlawful. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 
Pennsylvania law prohibiting the 
use of shoddy in bedding was to- 
day declared void and unconsti- 
‘tutional by the Supreme Court. 

In an opinion by Justice Butler. 
the court held that all danger frorh 
the use of shoddy could be elimin- 
ated by sterilization, and that to 
prohibit use of sterilized shoddy 
was arbitrary and unlawful. 

The Pennsylvania law prohibited 
use of shoddy in making or reno- 
vating mattresses, pillows, bol- 
sters,.comfortables, cushions or ar- 
ticles of upholstered furniture. 

Twelve other states have laws 
regulating use of shoddy, but none 
of these is so sweeping as the 
Pennsylvania statute. 

Justice Holmes dissented from 
today’s Supreme Court opinion, 
declaring that if the Pennsylvania 
Legislature believed the use of 
shoddy was dangerous to health, it 
had the right to prohibit it. Jus- 
; tices Brandeis and Stone also dis- 
|sented, but did not file written 
opinions.
